More Italians Now 
Than Bofore 


LONDON, Nov. 
JN AN OFFICIAL NOTE to 
the British and French Govern- 
ments to-day the Spanish Gov- 
ernment disclosed that, despite 
the “token” withdrawal of 10,- 
000 men by Italian, the Italian 
contingents with the Insurgent 
forces had actually increased 
during the past month by. 2,000.

When arrested with the girl be- 
tween Bath and Bristol, Owen was 
alleged to hnve made a statement in 
which he said: “I left all my 
children behind ‘to run away with 
the girl: I love, It was the only 
thing we could do, as her father 
would never consent to our mur- 
rlage. F 

“LT am very sorry I left my wife 
lying dead upstairs. 1 made all ar- 
rangements for the burial, and I told 
a wilful Ye to draw unemployment 
pay’ to buy a wreath for her, as 1 
did not have her insured.

Few such freaks survive birth. 
or at most Ive more than a few 
days when.the union js more pro- 
nounced. Thus Irina and Galiand 
with sepurate arms, heads, chests, 
stomachs, and nervous systems, pro- 
vide great scientific Interest by hav- 
ing a united blood stream, common 
Intestines, sexual organs, and general 
lower anatomy. 

US.S.R. researchists G. N. Sper- 
ansky and P. K. Anohkin have ob-; 
served the children since birth. 
found that ench Hves a separate 
mental and emotional Mfe in a 
normal and healthy way, with one or 
two exceptions, mutnly regarding the 
lower anatomy. The left twin con- 
trols the left leg, the other twin the 
right. 


PAIN 


Fated, with the possibility of 
settling numerous medical questions, 
the researchists set out te experiment 
on the twins. First question they 
tuckled was that of the theory of 
pain. They pricked Irina’a finger: 
Irina yelled, Galiana Just played on, 
feeling nothing. 

This proved to a great extent the 
theory that pain is caused by an 
irritation of the central nervous 
system. Gallana did not feel the 
pin prick: because it affected only 
Irinn’s central nervous system. It 
also sank along talked-of theory 
which said fae resulted from the 
rising of active biological substances 
In the organism on the irritation of 
one organ or another. \ 


HUNGER ° 


In much the same way was the 
problem of hunger tackled. They 
fed Irina, starved Galiano. Irina 
went off to sleep, Galinna yelled for 
food.

As researchists observed the twins 
they found a skin Irritation develop- 
ing on the head of Galiana. Excited- 
ly they watched, waited for Irinn to 
develop the same complaint; she did, 
And they found that a rise in one’s 
temperature brought a similar re- 
action in the other. 


These observations will be invalu- 
able in medical science, in the de- 
termination of more advanced heal- 
Ing methods, The coalescent twins, 
if they survive, may not make very 
useful propaganda citizens for the 
USS.R, but they will provide 
science with great material for 
medical research,

THE PROCEEDINGS 

Further proceedings of the mecting 
are as follows:

BURNT 


Identity Of Accident 
Victim Probed 


KILLED BY LORRY 


A miss of conflicting evidence re- 
gordingg the name of a woman who 
had been killed in a motor gecident, 
followed by the fact that the clothes 
of the dead woman, which were 
necessary for identification purposes 
at the inquest, had been burnt, was 
revealed at inquiry held by Mr, 
K. M, A. Barnett) at) the. Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday. 

The name of the deceased was 
xiven as Yue Lo-yue, aged 68, and 
she-died ins the Kowloon Hospital 
after being: struck by a lorry which 
was reversing, in’ Waterload Road on 
October 1], 

Evidence regarding «her injurles 
was given by Dr, H, T. Bee yesterday, 

no he said that the Immediate 
cause of death was shock from a 
number of fractured ribs, and loss 
of blood, 

Yue Tungewar, 40, son of the 
deceased, said he knew nothing of 
the incident’ until about 9 p.m. the 
next day, when he was tnformed by 
his wife that his mother was missing. 
The day after this, he went to the 
Kowloon Hospital where he identified 
some clothing and a money bag be- 
longing to his mother, These were 
later taken home and burnt. 

Evidence was then given by 
another mun, Yue To-war, 35, who 
sald Ny Yee was his mother's home, 
and that the name given on the Police 
report may have been duc;to a mis- 
understanding. This witness Jater 


‘suid that his mother’s real name was 


Ne Wu, and that he was not sure of 
the name at first. 

Yue then said that his mother left 
the house on. October 11 about 11 
am. and when she had not returned 
by 5 p.m. he went out to search for 
her. A report was mnde at the 
Shamshulpo Pollec Station at 10 
o'clock that night. The next day he 
went to the Kowloon Hospital where 
he was told an old woman had been 
admitted following, a motor accident, 
but was told to return the next day 
at 2.90 pam, 


Dead and Buried 


On returning to the hospital the 
next duy, he was told the woman 
had died and had been bur‘ed. 

He returned to the hospital on 
October 15, when he was given some 
clothing and a money bay which had 
belonged to his mother. This was 
tnken home and burnt, The money 
in the bag had been spent, while a 
pawn ticket which belonged to his 
mother was still In his possession. 

Evidence was also given by Sub- 
Inspector J. Scrim of the: Traffic 
Department, who said that he tested 
the rear vision of the lorry on 
October 25, There was a hole in the 
back of the driver's cab. which was 
used for vision when reversing, while 
the view from the cab was obstruct- 
ed by posts, which would prevent a 
person, standing, three fect from the 
back of the lorry from being seen. 

The hearing was nodjourned untit 
November 4 at 2.30) pm. when 
evidence regarding the name on the 
pawn ticket and the article pawned 
will be given.

Reviewing the activities of the 
past year, the Chairman said: Dur- 
ing our last winter season the Strect 
Sleepers Society were — singularly 
fortunute in the following three 
respects, namely: 

(1) In being very kindly allowed 
by the Hongkong Government to 
occupy no Jess than four bulldings 
belonging, to the Government, name- 
ly, St. Peter's shelter in Des Vocux 
Road West, for men only; the B. 
Block of the Government .Civil 
Hospital, for women and children 
only; the Printing shop at the 
Victoria Gaol, for men only; and the 
Kowloon Old Magistracy, for men, 
women and ch'Idren; : 

(2) In receiving most generous 
support from the public towards our 
funds; and : 

(3) In being able to keep our 
shelters open until the end of May, 
instead of closing them as in former 
years, in the middle of April. 

As will be seen from the figures on 
page 3 of our fifth annual report, 
(which was kindly publ'shed in the 
South China Morning Post of Mon- 
day last) the total numbers accom- 
modated Jast winter at the different 
shelters were as - follows: at St, 
Peter's shelter, 24,008; at the B. Block, 
G.C.Hi, 19,113; at the Victoria Gaol 
(known ax the Old Bailey Shelter) 
29,017; and at the Old Kowloon 
Maristracy (itnown as the Yaumati 
shelter), 26,581, 

These figures demonstrate clearly 
the useful work performed by our 
Society In giving shelter to the 
homeless during the past w'nter, and 
we cordially thank the Government 
for providing us with so many 
shelters and the public for their 
generous contributions. 

We regret te notice from the 
Colonial Seeretary's statement, made 
in the Legislative Coune ] on July 28 
last, that the Government will ap- 
pirently, during this coming winter, 
only be able to spare for the use of 
our Socicty the Victoria Gaol and 
the old Kowloon Maglstracy, 

It will be noticed from the figures 
at the top of page 4 of our annual 
report, that a number of cuses from 
ull our shelters were sent to hosp.tal, 
that several hundred people at each 
shelter received dressings and that a 
considerable number of our. Inmates 
were vaccinated, In the B. Blocle. of 
the G.C.H. a trained nurse wus 
employed,

As In previous years we were most 
fortunate . in obtaining a constant 
quota of volunteer helpers from the 
virious organisations whch are 
referred to on pages 4 and §.of our 
report, und we warmly. thank all 
those helpers for their efficient 
assistance.

Our heartfelt thanks are due to 
Miss Atkins and also to Miss Ruby 
Mow Fung who was our Hon.

Hosiery Hints 


JAAN MADE socks of fancy wool 

may be given a professional 
touch by knitting the soles of the fect 
and the entire toe in plain wool to 
tone, 

Afler turning the heel, break off 
the patterned wool, pick up the instep 
stitches, join on plain wool, and knit 
the soles on two needles, until it is 
two inches from the length required 
for the foot, 


Knit the front of the foot with 
patterned wool on two necdles, until 
ft Is the same length as the role. 
Break off the patterned wool: and 
complete the foot on four needles in 
plain wool. The sides of tho fect 
should be neatly seamed, and the 
socks damped and pressed with a 
dry cloth over them.

This will Jengthen the wear consider-

Personalities of 


Old Hongkong 


The Rev. Charles 


N carly missionary to the 

Far East and official in_the 
service of the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment was the Rev. Charles 
Gutzlaff. He was in many res- 
pects a most remarkable per- 
sonality and through his know- 
tedgo of the Chineso language 
proved to bo of inestimable value 
4o tho founders of this Colony. 


Tho Rev. Charis Gutzlaf was 
born in Pomeranin, a province of 
Pruasia, in the year 1803. Ho 
wan ed for the Lutheran 
ministry, but at the age of 23, de- 
cided to become « missionary to 
the Orient. The German Church 
with which he was connected wan 
apparently not intercated In carry- 
ime on missionary 
region so far distant from the 
Fatherland, and declined to avail 
itself of hls services, so young Gutz- 
tall proceeded to Holland, Here he 
wns favourably received, and was 
ultimately sent out to Juva ag the 
rupresentative of the Netherlands 
tfinsionary Society. After 3 fow 
yearn of missionary Jabour in the 
Dutch psosesslon, he was transferred 
to Slum, where ht commenced work 
among the Hoklo emigrants from 
Culsion. * . 


EXPERT: LINGUIST 


Gutalaft, who was itifted with an 
expecial faculty for acquiring, foreign 
languages, diligently applicd himself 
to the mastery of the Fulien dintect. 
and after a yeur or so of conalstent 
effort, had | made exceptional pro- 
w Unlike most Europeans who 
are upplinenily satlsaed when they 
jinve suteceded in learning how te 
peak. a Chines’ distect, ands then 
proceed to rest upon their oars for 
the remuinder of thelr stay In the 
Bar East, Gutzlaff went ahead and 
proceeded to master the writen 
Inngunye an well. So proficient did 
he become In his ability to read ond 
write Chinese that he was regarded 
by them as a sort of prodigy, and 
they commenced to accom! him with 
a cespect which, considering the gen- 
eral attitude at that period of the 
Chinese to forelmers, must have 
seen exceedingly sratifying. 


The sudden death. of bis wife and 
only ehttd througth as tropical in sa 
deprived him of desire to remain ju 

Shim as oan itinerant missionary 
among, Chinese coolies, and he beg- 
ed his Society to permit him to 
commence Subours in a more con- 
‘enktl feld—China, The Nether- 
fands Missionary Socicty, however, 
were unwilling to send him, but 
yutzhuf, having inherted a small 
tedacy, decided that he would xo 
there at his own expense. He ice 
cordingly set out for, Fuklen in 2 
Chinese Junk manned by a Hoklo 
erew, and upon his arrival at Amoy 
wan cruelly disappointed by tho 
uncompromising attitude of tho man- 
daring, who, declaring: him a danger- 
ous “burbarfan" refused to allow 
dim permission to land, curtly In- 
torming him that If he did ‘so, he 
would be arrested ‘forthwith and 
linble to be beheaded. : : 


CHINA COAST WORK 


The skipper of the junk, however, 
seeing that there was no chance of 
. tis passenger disembarking, carried 
him to-an ‘opium trader lying off the 
port. Here he was cordially wel- 
comed by the captain, and finding 
that he was, thoroughly conversant 
vith Chinese, he offered him the 
post of interpreter. Gutzlaff ac- 
cepted, and for several years, sailed 
up and down the China coast. In 
the meantime, he commenced work 
on the translation, of the Blble into 
Shineae, and’ prepared at his own 
expense a series. of tracts which. he 
<lstributed nt ‘every opportunity. 
(t must be understood that he never 
approved af the opium traffic, und 
when war with China broke out in 
1039, he joined ‘the English expedi- 
tion os oMfcinl interpreter; for he 
was ono of the very few Europeans 
én China, “who combined with an ex- 
vellent knowledge of the Chinese 
written Ianguage, a thorough practl- 
cal acquaintance with several dia- 
tects." Throughout: the campaign, he 
aerved as third interpreter with the 
British forces in the field, and upon 
the signing of the Treaty of Nonklog 
in 1842, hé@ ‘was: appointed Super- 
intendent-of thé “Island of Chusan 
near ‘Ningpo ‘then occupled by the 
Beitish, Such a valuablo man was 
not to be lost: aight of by the Home 
Government, and therefore in August 
1843, he was‘ rewarded with the 
situation ‘of Chinebe Secretary and 
Adviser In Chinese Affairs to the 
- Government at Hongkong. 


MISSIONARY WORK 


- Ag soon os he hod settled down 
tn the Colony, he commenced fn 
addition to his usual oMfcial tusks, an 
arduous round of missionary Jabours. 
According to contemporary accounts, 
it was his habit to hold meetings 
every morning from 7 to 8, at which 
he spoke In Fukicn dialect to an 
audience’ of Chincso, Then after a 
dinaty breakfast in his office,. he 


would expound the acriptures in]. 


Cantonese from 8.30 to 9.30 for the 
‘benefit of the local Chinese popula- 
tion. He, moreover, made it his 
_pracice to continue hls missionary 
fabéura after ‘ofllce hours, by cither 
* going out to outlying actticments or 
villages to preach, or olse working at 
tome on his teanalation of the Old 
Teatament. : 
: The; great. ideal ‘of. Gutzlaf's fe 
was . to accomplish tho speedy 
avangelisation of China, and to this 
end, he devoted his preaching. He

was undoubtedly one of the sincerest 
men of his day, but was unfortunate- 
ly singularly Jacking In a knowledge 
of Chinese human nature; for strange 
as it may seem,‘ the greater propor- 
tion of the Chinese who throngea 
the government office to listen to his 
preaching, proceeded to take advan— 
They profess~ 
ed such an Interest in the doctrines 
of Christianity that Gutzlaff's heurt 
was touched, and he proceeded to 
select from among the most atten- 
tlve, iw Jarge number to act as 
evangelists. ‘These he supplied with 
bags full of New Testaments und 
tracts, and provided them besides 
with funds for personal expenses 
und » salary of six dollars a month 
euch, 

Eventually he had some 306 of 
these paid preachers‘ in his employ 
and his expenditure for wages alone 
amounted to over $2,000 monthly. 
These individuals, whom he was 
pleased to refer to as his “Chinese 
Union.” enme and went with the 
utmost regularity, starting from his 
office “with pouches full of Bibles, 
travelling, money and directions for 
the route; and returning at the pro- 
per time with well-written journals 
of travels they had never mode, 
eketehes of sermons they had never 
prenched, and lists of converts they 
had never baptised.” 


A SWINDLE 


In fact, it was a well-conducted 
swindle; for the money that was 
paid them went into thelr own poc- 
kets, and as for the Bibles and 
tracts, these were sold back to the 
printer, apd the Intter_in turn resold 
them to Gutzlafl. Gutzi?, how- 
ever, was too charitable und perhaps 
too “soft" a person to reulise how 
shubbily he was being treated. He 
apparently thought that all men had 
the same high ideals as himself, and 
as for the Chinese, the very fact that 
he understood the language po well, 


seemed to preclude the possibility 
that any of them would attemp! to 
take advantage of his kindlincss. It 
was realy a very long time before 
he found out that he was being 
“taken for a ride,” and strangely 
cnough, the discovery of the {act, was 
not due to any sudden dawning of 
the true state of affatrs upon him- 
self, It was brought nbout through 
his efforts to induce forelgners from 
abrond to join his evangelistic union, 
and not settle down in the port 
cities, but adopt Chinese costume. 
and be prepared to live and dle, it 
need be, the Interlor of the coun- 
try away from all forelgn influence.

enthuslasm. They readily went Into 
the then unknown hinterland, where 
they were robbed and persecuted 
und driven from place to place. 
Many of them returned to Hong~ 
kong, broken down jn health, and 
dying here, were buried In the Pro« 
testant Cemetery at Happy Valley. 
Thelr hardships and the foct that 
they were not ag blind to the faults 
in human character as was Gutziaff 
readily exposed to their cyes the 
hollow mockery of the fraud that 
the horde of Ieeches ‘attached to the 
"Chinese Union” were perpetrating 
upon poor, over-trusting Gutzlaff. 
In fact, as soon us these Europeans 
had acquired but a smattering of the 
language, they reallsed how badly 
he wan being “taken In,” and 
thoroughly aroused, told him of tho 
real circumstances. Gutzlaff, how- 
ever, wos so implicit and childlike 
in bls faith that the Chinese 
“evangelists” were all honest men, 
refused to belicve that they were 
simply an army of mercenury crooks 
and hypocrites, Of course, after a 
while, the fraud became so patently 
obvious. that he was obilged to ad- 
mit that he had been swindled, The 
noble vision of success being thus 
so rudely dissipated, poor Gutzlaff 
lost ul} interest In life, and his worl: 
in the Government service became o 
burden to him. His follure preyed 
upon his mind, and his health being 
none too strong, he suffered a com- 
plete mental and physical break- 
down. He lingered tn this miserable 
condition for a month or so, and 
then passed away on August 3, 
1851, at the comparatively carly age 
of 48. Posterity remembers him not 
only us an excellent civil servant, 
but also os one of the greatest 
visionaries of his day. .

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WITNESS TELLS OF DEAD | 
MAN’S WHISKY 


“Tt Tingled 


With the sanie lack of 
emotion which hrs charac- 
terlsed her attitude during 
her threo previous appear- 
ances, 39-ycars-old = Mra. 
Elsic Rose Newlands listen- 
ed recently at the Mansion 
House Police Court while a 
witness affirmed that she 
had given a blood trans- 
fusion to the dying husband 
whom she Js accused, with 
29-years-old Horace Budd, 
of poisoning. . 


Side by side with dark, handsome 
Budd, an engineer, of Huacton-drive, 
Hornchurch, Essex, she sat in the 
small dock while Mr, Ceell Albert 
Riley, motor driver, of Desborough- 
gardens, Victorln, related the events 
af the Junchcon party a month ago 
at which the womun's husband. took 
a fatal “swin’ from a whisky bottle 
alleged to have contained poison. 


The dead man, Mr. Francis Cyril 
Newlands, aed 40, steward of a 
block of City offices and flats known 
as Temple Chambers, Temple- 
avenue, died in St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital'on August 21, 


At the previous hearing the pro- 
secution stated that Budd was 0 
friend of the Newlands, and had 
gone to the flat on August 20, take 
ing with him articles for soldering, 
an’ urn, Including. a bottle of spirits 
of salts, , 


The prosecution alleged that the 

~ polson which caused  Newland's 

death was spirits of salts, and that 

it was placed in seme whisky which 
he drank. 


“Both tae nccused have denied the 
charge, und In a statement to the 
police Budd sald: “Tt 
Newlands to be my greatest friend.” 


FIRST IN 20 YEARS 


This was the first murder charite 
heard at the Manslon House fer 20 
years, The Lord Mayor, Sir Marry

Mr. Cecil Albert Riley, a motor 
driver, of Desborough-gardens, Vic 
toria, sald that he had known Frank 
Newlands for three yeura and visited 
the flint nbout once n week.

Later Att, Newhtnds went into his 
bedroom doafter a manent shout- 
ed "Cel, come quick.” 

“T went to the bedroom,” said 
Riley, “and found Mr. Newlands 
sitting on the side of the bed with a 
handkerchief to his mouth. Tle wis 
pointing to a bottle of whisky, and 
said, ‘What is the matter with that 
whisky??" 

Mr. Riley said that he smelied the 
whisky and decided to taste it. It 
tasted very salty, ond he spat it out 
as soon ag it touched the biek of his 
throat. : 

Iie felt a tingling in bis mouth as 
though an electric wire had been 
placed there,

Few such freaks 
or at most live more than a few 
days when the union Is more pro- 
nounced, Thus Irinn and Galiano 
with separnte arms, heads, chests, 
stomachs, and nervous systems, pro- 
vide great scientific interest by hav- 
ing a united blood stream, common 
intestines, sexual organs, and general 
lower anatomy.

found that each lives a separate 
mental tnd emotional tfe in a 
normat and healthy way, with one or 
two exceptions, mainly regarding the 
lower anatomy.

rising of active biological substances 
in the organism on the irritation of 
one organ or another.

In much the same way was the 
problem of hunger tackled. They

As researchists observed the twins 
they found a skin irritation develop- 
ing on the head of Gallana: Excited- 
ly they watched, walted for Irina to 
develop the same complaint; she did.

These observations will be invalu- 
able in medical sclence, in the de~ 
termination of more advanced heal- 
ing methods. The coalescent twins,

Chamberliin was referring to his, 
ov Mr. Winston Churchill's broad- 
cast to America, but us far as he (Mr. 
Lloyd George) was concerned, hls 
specch was delivered primary to 
Free Churehmen, 

“The Premier seems to be acquiring 
dictatorial alrs from his dations,” 
declared Mr, Lloyd Georg “Itds a 
new doctrine of British democracy 
that one cannot criticise the Govern- 
ment without Hability of the charge 
of fouling our own nest.” 

It ix noteworthy that when Mr. 
Chamberlain made the relevant state- 
ment, Mr. Clement Attlee, leader of 
the Opposition rese to protest, where. 
upon the Premier emphasised that he

NOT UMPIRE’S FAULT 

Some umpires of course Who are 
hiawk-eyed penalise instantly such 
an Infringement, but there are 
other umpires who are slow to detect 
it and allow this “body” pliy to con- 
tinue without rigid checking. 

When players are not pulled up for 
this particular type of foullngs, ‘It 
de not always necessarily, follow 
that an umpire docs not know the 
rule or thnt he faifs to detect the 
offence; very often even the most 
competent umpire is unsighted when 
the fouling: takes place, or he may 
be in such o position that he cannot 
tell for certain: that an offence has 
been committed and therefore docs 
not blow his whistle. 

On the other hand there are a 
Inne nuinber of players. who are 
habitual offenders, and they should 
be pulled up. 

I trust this article will be careful- 
ly rend by players, and {f they’ are 
tnore careful the next time they 
tackle on the Jefl, I fecl that writing, 
this has been worth while.

Personalities 


The 


of 


N carly missiomry to the 

Far East and official ithe 
service of the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment was the Rev. Charics 
Gutzlaff. Ho was in many res- 
pects most remarkable per- 
sonnlity and through his know- 
{edge of the Chincse language 
proved to be of inestimable value 
to the founders of this Colony. 


The Tev. Charles Guta was 
born in Pomerania, a province of 
Prunsta, in the year 1803. He 
was educated for the Lutheran 
“mintatry, but at the age of 23, de- 
cided to become a missionary to 
the Orient. The German Church 
with which he was connected was 
apparently not Interested in carry- 
ing on missionary activities in a 
region so far distant from tho 
Fatherland, und declined to avail 
itnelf of his services, so youns, Gutz- 
hut proceeded to Holland, Here he 
was favourably received, and was 
ultimately sent out to Java os the 
representative of the Netherlande 
Missionary Soclely. After 0 few 
years of missionary Inabour in the 
Dutch psosession, he was transferred 
to Sinm, where he commenced work 
amon .the Hoklo emigrants from 
Fulcien, 


EXPERT LINGUIST 


Gutzlafl, who was gifted with an 
especiul faculty for acquiring foreign 
languages, dillgently applied himself 
tu the mastery of the Fuklen dialect, 
and nfter a year or so of consistent 
effort, had made exceptional pro- 
tress. Unlike most Europeans who 
ave apparently satished when they 
have succesded In learminig how to 
speak a Chinese dialcet, and then 
proceed to rest upon thelr ours for 
the remainder of thelr stay in’ the 
Far Enst, Gutalal went ahead and 
proceeded to master the written 
Hinguaye as well, So proficient did 
he become In his ability to read and 
write Chinese that he was regarded 
by them ns a sort of prodigy, and 
they commenced to accom! him with 
aw respect which, considering, the pen- 
eral atuitude at that period of the 
Chinese to foreigners, must have 
heen exceedingly gratifying. 


The saidden death of bis wife and 
only chitd through a tropical Hlness 
deprived him: of desire to remain in 
Siam ag onan itinerant misdonary 
amon, Chinese coolles, and he ben 
sed ohis Society to permit him to 
commence Jubours jn a more con- 
ental field— China, The Nether- 
lands Missionary Society,” however, 
were - unwilling to. send him, but 
Gutziaff, having inheritat «0 small 
teqacy, decided that he would go 
there at his own expense, He ac 
cordingly set out for Fuklien in 3 
Chinese junk manned by a Hoklo 
crew, and upon his arr. at Amoy 
was cruelly disnppointed “by — the 
uncompromising attitude of the man- 
daring, who, declaring him a danjere 
ous’ “barbarlan” ‘refused to allow 
him permission to lund, curtly in- 
forming him that if he did so, he 
would be arrested forthwith and 
liable to be beheaded. 


CHINA COAST WORK 


The skipper of the junk, however, 
seelng that there was no chance of 
his passenger disembarking, carried 
him to an oplum trader lying: off the 
port. Here he was cordially wel- 
comed by the captain, and Anding 
that he was thoroughly conversant 
with Chinese, he offered him the 
post of interpreter. Gutzlafl ac- 
cepted, and for several years, sniled 
up und down the China const, In 
the meantime, he commenced work 
on the translation of the Bible into 
Chinese, and prepared at his own 
expense a series of tracts which he 
distributed at every opportunity. 
{t must be understood that he never 
approved of the opium truMe, and 
when war with China broke out in 
1839, he joined the Enjllsh expedi- 
tion as oneal Interpreter; for he 
was ono of the very few Europeans 
in China, “who combined with nn exe 
cellent knowledge of the Chinese 
written Longuage, a thorough practl- 
eal Acquaintances with several dia- 
lects.") Throughoyt the campaign, he 
served as third interpreter with the 
British forces in the ficld, and upon 
the signing of the Treaty of: Nanking 
in 1842, he was appointod Supcr- 
intendent of the’ Inland of’ Chusan 
near Ningpo then occupled by the 
British. Such a vatuable man was 
not to be lost sight of bythe Home 
Governinent, and therefore in August 
1043, he was rewardad with the 
aituntion of Chinese Secretary and 
Adviser In Chinese, Affairs to the 
Government at Hongkong. 


MISSIONARY WORK 


_ As soon as he had acttled down 
in the Colony, he commenced in 
addltion to bls usual offctal tusks, on 
arduous round of missionary labours. 
According to contemporary accounts, 
it was his habit to ‘hoki meetings 
every morning from 7 to 6, at which 
ho spoke In the Fukien dialect to an 
audience of Chinese, Then after oa 
Nasty brenkfast in his office, he 
would expound the. ‘scriptures {fn 
Cantonese from 8.30 to 9.30 for the 
benefit of the Jocal Chinene populo- 
ton. He, morcover, ‘made it his 
practice to continuc. bik: Missionary 
*Jabours after ofico hours, by cither 
soing out to outlying’ actilomenta or 
villages to preach, or elsy working at 
home on his transiation of tho Old 
Testament, é 
The great ideal of Gutzlaff’s life 
was io accomplish the spocdy 
ovangelization of China, and to this 
end, he devoted his peoaching. He 
i ‘ dy a 
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was undoubtedly one of the sincerest 
men of his day, but was unfortunate- 
ly singularly lacking in a Knowledge 
of Chinese human nature; for strange 
ns ft may seem, the greater propor- 
tion of the Chinese who thronged 
the rovernment office to listen to his 
preaching, proceeded to take advan- 
taye of his eredullty, They profess- 
ed such on interest in the doctrines 
of Christinnity that Gutzlaff'’s heart 
wan touched, and he procecded to 
relect from among the most atten- 
tive, a large number to act as 
evangelists, ‘These he supplied with 
Dars full of New ‘Testaments and 
tracts, and provided them besides 
with funds for personal expenses 
and a solary of slx dollars a month 
each, . 

Eventually he had some 366 of 
these paid ‘preachers in his employ 
and his expenditure for wages alone 
nmounted to over $2,000 monthly. 
These individuals, whom he wax 
pleased to refer to us his “Chinese 
Union,” came and went with the 
utmost regularity, starting from his 
office “with pouches full of Bibles, 
travelling: money and directions for 
the route; and returming -at the pro- 
per time with well-iritten journals 
of travels they had never made, 
sketehes of sermons they had never 
preached, and Hsts of converts they 
had never baptised.” 


A SWINDLE 


In fact, it was a well-econducted 
swindle; for the money thal was 
paid them went into their own poc- 
keto, and as for the Bibles and 
tracts,, these were sold buck to the 
printer, and the latter In turn resold 
them to Gutzlaff. Gutzlaff, how- 
ever, Was too charitable and perhaps 
too “soft a person to realise how 
shabbily he was being treated. He 
apparently thought that all inen had 
the same high ideals os himself, and 
as for the Chinese, the very fact that 
he understood the language so well,

Those missionaries who did come. 
and there must have been a cone 
siderable number, fell in with 
Gutzlaff's plans with the warmest 
enthusiasm. They readily went into 
the then unknown hinterland, where 
they were ‘robbed and persecuted 
and driven from place to’ place, 
Many of them returned to Hong- 
kong, broken down jn health, and 
dying, here, were buried in the Pro- 
testant Cemetery nat Happy Valley. 
Their hurdships and the fact that 
they were not os blind to the faults 
in human character as was Gutzlalt 
readily exposed to thelr cyes the 
hollow mockery of the fraud that 
the horde of Ieeches attached to the 
“Chinese Union” were perpetrating 
upon poor, over-trusting Gutzlaff. 
In fact, as soon as these Europeuns 
had acquired but a smattering of the 
lanuuage, they realised how — badly 
he was) being “taken In,” and 
thoroughly aroused, told him of the 
real chlrcumstances. Gutzlalf, howe 
ever, was so Implicit and childlike 
in his faith that the Chinese 
“evangelists were all honest men, 
refused to belleve that they were 
simply an army of mercenary crooks 
and hypoerites. Of course, after a 
while, the fraud became so patently 
obvious that he was obliged to ad- 
mit that he had been swindled. The 
noble vision of success being thus 
so rudely dissipated, poor Gutzlaff 
lost all interest in life, and his work 
in the Government service became a 
burden to him. His failure preyed 
upon his mind, and hfs health being 
none too strong, he suffered 0 com- 
plete mental and physical breake 
down, He lngered in this miserable 
condition for a month or so, and 
then passed away on August 3, 
1851, at the comparatively carly age 
of 48. Posterity remembers him not 
only as an excellent clvil servant, 
but also os one of the preatest 
visionaries of his day. :

More than $25,000,000 (Chinese 
Currency) hive been contributed by 
oversens Chinese in North and South 
America for refugee relict, medical 
aid and otter patriotic purposes 
since the commencement of the Sino- 
Jupanese hostilities, according to Mr, 
Fong Gem-toone, prominent Chinese 
newspaper proprictor in San Fran- 
cisco, who arrived here by the 
Philippine Clipper yesterday. 


In the United States alone, Mr. 
says, oat least M.$17,000,000 
have been contributed by the Chin- 
ese there. 

Practically everyone of the 80,000 
Chinese residents in the United 
States gave his or her share towards 
helping China in the present struggle, 
according to Mr, Fong. ° They engaged

1Olb., Mr. John Harding the 
elub- manager, asked = the Boxing 
Board of Control, in the event of it 
not permitting Lynch to fight, if it 
would indemnify the club against a 
possible action for damages. 

The Board's reply, given as "only 
a personal opinion,” was to the elfect 
that the club would be entitled to 
put on _o substitute, 

The lawyers of Lynch held a con- 
trary opinion and claimed that if 
Lynch pald forfeit ior being over- 
weight and passed the doctor, he 
could still Hight according to his con- 
ract. 

If the club refused to Iet Lynch 
appear, then {ft was linble for 
damages, and, furthermore, liable for 
Lynch's purse-money. Faced with 
this aspect and the fact that two 
medical speciolists had reported 
Lynch us physically fit, the club 
allowed Lynch to appear agalnst 
Toma, 

Obviously the club was in a dif- 
ficult position ond they have my 
symputhy. But if it Is true that one 
learns by experience it should not 
be beyond the wit of business men

AX enrly missionary to the 
Far East and official in the 
sorvico of the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment was the Rev. Charles 
Gutzlaff. Ho was in many res- 
pects a most’ remarkable. per- 
sonality and through his know- 
ledge of the, Chinese language 
proved to be of inestimable value 
to tho founders of this Colony, 


Tho Rev. Charlos Gutzlaff was: 
born in Pomerania, a province of 
Prussia, in the year 1803. Ho 
wns educated for the Lutheran 
ministry, but at the age. of 23, de- 
cided to become a” mismsiodary to 
the Orient. The German Church 
with which ho was connected was 
apparently not interested in carry- 
ing on minalonary activities in a 
region vo far distant from tho 
Fatherland, and declincd to avail 
itself of hls services, so young Gutr- 
laff procecded to Holland, Here he 
was favourably réccived, and was 
ultimately sent out to Java as the 
representative of the Netherlands 
Missionnry Sociely, After a few 
years of missionary Inbour in the 
Dutch psosession, he was transferred 
to Siam, where he commenced work 
among the Hoklo emiprunts from 
Fukien. 


EXPERT LINGUIST 


Gutziaff, who was gifted with an 
especial fuculty for acquiring foreign 
languages, diligently applicd himself 
to the mastery of the Fuklen dialect, 
ound after a year or so of consistent 
eNort, had made exceptional pro- 
gr Unitke most Europeans who 
are purently satisNed when they 
have succeeded In learning, how, to 
speak 2 Chinese dinlect, and then 
proceed to rest upon their oars for 
the remainder of their stuy in the 
Far East, Gutzlaf went ahead and 
proceeded (to master the written 
language as well. So proficient did 
he become. in his ability to read and 
write Chinese that he was regarded 
by them as a sort of prodigy, and 
they commenced to accord him with 
a respect which, considering: the gen- 
erul attitude at that period of the 
Chinese to foreigners, must have 
heen exceedingly pratlfyings.

The skipper of the junk, however, 
seeing that there was no: chance of 
his passenger disembarking, carrled 
him to an oplum trader lying off the 
port. Here he was cordially wel- 
comed by the captain, and Anding 
that he wus thoroughly conversant 
with Chinese, he offered him the 
post of Interpreter. Gulzlaff ac- 
cepted, and for several years, sailed 
up and down the. China coast. In 
the meantime, he commenced worl:

expense a series of tracts which he 
distributed at every opportunity,

was undoubtedly one of the sincerest 
men of his day, but was unfortunote- 
ly singularly Incking in a knowledge 
of Chinese human nature; for strange 
as it may scem, the preater propor- 


tion of the Chinese who thronged 
the government office to listen’to his 
preaching, proceeded to take ndvan~ 
tage of his credulity. They profess~- 
ed such an interest in the doctrines 
of Christinnity that Gutzlaff’s heart 
was touched, and he proceeded to 
select from nmony the most atten- 
tive, a Inrfe number to act as 
evangelists. These he supplied with 
bags full of New Testaments ond 
tracts, and provided them besides 
with funds for personal expenses 
and n salary of six dollars a month 
ench, . 


Eventually he had some 366 of 
these paid preachers in his empjoy 
and his expenditure for wages alone 
amounted to over $2,000 monthly. 
These Individuals, whom he was 
pleised to refer to as his “Chinese 
Union," cume and went with the 
utmost regularity, starting from his 
oftice “with pouches full of Bibles, 
travelling money und directions for 
the route; and returning ot the pro- 
per tlme with well-written journals 
of travels they had never made, 
sketches of sermons they hind never 
prenched, and Ilsts of converts they 
had never baptised.” 


A SWINDLE 


In fact, it was a well-conducted 
swindle; for the moncy that was 
pald them went into their own poc- 
kety, and as for the Bibles and 
tracts, these were sold buck to the 
printer, and the latter in turn resold 
them {to Gutzlaif. Gutzlaff, how- 
ever, was too charitable und perhaps 
too “soft’’ a person to reulise how 
shabbily he was belng treated. He 
apparently thought that all men had 
he same high ideals as himself, and

Throughout the tampalyn, te 
served as third interpreter with the 
British forces in the field, and upon 
the signing of the Treaty of Nanking 
in 1842, he was appointed Super- 
intendent of the Island of Chusan 
near Ningpo then occupled by the 
British, Such a valuable man was 
not to be lost sight of by thei Homo 
Government, and therefore in August 
1843, he wan rewarded with the 
situation of Chinese Seerclary and 
Adviser in Chinese Affairs to the 
Government at Hongkong. 


MISSIONARY WORK 


As soon as he had settled down 
in the Colony, he commenced In 
addition to his usual ofMfcinl, tasks, an 
arduous round of missionary labours, 
According to contemporary accounts, 
it was his habit to hold meetings 
every morning from 7 to 8, at which 
ho spoke In the Fukien dintect to on 
audience of Chinese. Then after a 
havty breakfast in his office, he 
would expound the scriptures in 
Cantonese from 8.30 to 9.30 for the 
benofit of the locat Chinese popula- 
tlon, He, moreover, made it hig 
practic to continue his misslonary 
nbours after offico hours, by cither 
.wolng out to outlying sctilements or 
viilnges to preach, or else working ot 
home on his translation of the Old 
Testament. 


The great ideal ‘of Gutzlaf'a life 
waa to accomplish the, specdy 
ovangeligntion of China, and to thin 
end, he devoted -his preaching. He

They readily went Into 
the then unknown hinterland, where 
they were robbed and persecuted 
und driven from place to place, 
Many of them returned to Hong- 
kong, broken down in health, and 
dying here, were buried in the Pro- 
testant Cemetery at Happy Valicy, 
Their hardships and the fact that 
they were not os bilnd to the faults 
in human character o3 wag Gutzlaff 
readily exposed to their eyes the 
hollow mockery of the fraud that 
the horde of Iecches attached to the 
“Chiness Union" were perpetrating 
upon poor, over-trusting Gutzlaff. 
In fact, as soon os these Europeans 
had acquired but a smattering of the 
language, they realised how badly 
he was being “taken in," ond 
thoroughly aroused, told him of the 
real circumstances. Gutzlaff, how-~ 
ever, was so Implicit and childlike 
in his faith ‘that the Chinese 
“evangelists were oll honest men, 
refused to believe that they were 
simply an army of mercenary crooks 
und hypocrites. Of course, after o 
while, the fraud became so patently 
obvious that he was obliged to ad- 
mit that he had been swindled. The 
noble vision of success being thus 
so rudely dissipated, poor Gutzlalt 
lost all Interest in Ilfe, and hls work 
in the Government service became a 
burden to him. His fallure preyed 
upon hts mind, and his health being 
none too strong, he suffered no com- 
plete mental and physical breale- 
down, He Ingered in this miserable 
condition for a month or 80, and 
then passed away on August 3, 
1851, at the comparatively early age 
of 48, Posterity remembers him not 
only as an excellent civil servant, 
but also as one of the greatest 
visionaries of his day.
